Edmond G. Brown of the im- 
jpcrative need for immediate 
construction of center strip 
saftey barriers on the Harbor 
freeway and other freeways 
jin the Los Angeles County 
metropolitan area. 
I The Board of Supervisors 
lalso re-afirmed the need for 
jemergency telephones on the 
freeways and urged the Gov­ 
ernor to take steps to have 
the median barriers and the 
telephones installed on the
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ble date.
In calling for the median 

safety barriers to be installed 
immediately on the Harbor 
freeway between the inter­ 
change and 124th street, Sup­ 
ervisor Hahn pointed out that 
it is the world's busiest high­ 
way, with a daily average 
traffic load of 200,000 cars and 
trucks.

PREVENT CRASH
Ho said that he had per­ 

sonally observed several in­ 
stances where the barrier 
fences, had prevented cars 
out of control from crossing 
the center .strip and crashing 
head-on into cars going the 
opposite direction.

Just last weekend throe 
persons were killed and three 
.seriously injured near the 
Santa Barbara turnoff of the 
Harbor freeway (where there 
are no barriers) when a cat- 
went out of control and crash­ 
ed head-on into another car 
after crossing the center bar­ 
rier.

Supervisor Hahn has also 
requested E. T. Tel ford, As­ 
sistant State Highway Engi­ 
neer, to provide a 'progress 
report on installation of the 
barriers. Last November, Tel- 
ford advised Supervisor Hahn 
that bids for construction of 
the barriers would be called 
for "early in 1961."

Declining Trend 
Tapers Off, Soys 
Security Bank

Despite declining trends in 
certain sectors of the econ­ 
omy, there was evidence of 
firmness in may of the South­ 
land'55 economic indicators 
during January, J. J. Weigel 
manager of Security First 
National Bank's Torrance 
branch, reported today.

After a moderate decline 
in December, the bank's index 
of business activity in South­ 
ern California moved fraction­ 
ally upward in January and 
at 214.8 (preliminary), the 
index was 2/10 of l<r above 
the December figure and 
1.6% over the year-ago level, 
Weigel said.

Components of the index 
registering gains over their 
December level included each 
of the bank debit series, val­ 
uation of building permits 
issued, engineering contracts 
awarded, number of real 
estate deeds recorded, and 
motion picture industry em­ 
ployment.

Employment in most areas 
of the Southland declined in 
January. However, in nearly 
all instances, the declines 
were less than usual for the 
December-to-January period, 
the airport noted.

In the Los Angeles-Long 
Beach Metropolitan area sea­ 
sonally adjusted employment 
increased to a new all-timfc 
high. In the San Bernardina- 
Riverside area the adjusted 
figure for January was at the 
highest level since Septem­ 
ber. 1960, and at a near-rec­ 
ord level.

.Employment in San Diego 
area, on an adjusted basis, 
was at the highest level on 
recorcj exceeding the previ­ 
ous peak which occurred in 
November, 1959.
